Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicants' amendments and arguments, see amendment, filed on 8/30/2004. 
with respect to Claims 2-3, 6-7, 9-10, 13-14, 16-17, 20-22. 25-26, 29-30, 34, 37, 40, 42 
and 45-51 have been fully considered and are persuasive.
